Thirdly, the problem of how to prevent the interaction may be attacked 
directly by empirical procedures. We have been considering the various 
aspects of the niacin-nicotine relationships On several practical and 1 theoretical 
counts this does appear to be a good possibility for explaining the interaction. 

One of my personal problems has been to obtain qualified graduate 
assistants for these projects and once obtained to provide them with some 
financial support. The grants which I have received from the Tobacco 
Industry Research Committee have helped considerably. I am, however, 
concerned with the planning of long range studies. For example, is it possible 
to obtain grants with a three-year commitment? This would make it easier
